Don't Let Khrushchev Run Policy 


WASHINGTON. D C .-Khru*h- 
chev has gone out of his way 
to invite the next President to 
find a formula for friendlier re ­ 
lations. There was the Russian 
leader's post - election telegram 
which expressed a hope of re­ 
suming the Roosevelt • Stalin 
amity which caused us so much 
delayed disaster. 


THERE WAS THE New Year s 
message which reached Mr Ken­ 
nedy at Palm 
Beach, and 
re­ 
ceived extra publicity because 
the Russian Ambassador deliv­ 
ered it to Press Secretary Pierre 
Salinger through the White House 
correspondents of the Associated 
Press and United Press 
Inter­ 
national. 
What 
does 
it 
alt 
portend? 
There is internal avidence that 
Mr 
Kennedy’s 
foreign policy 
may await some 
direct know­ 
ledge of what K hrushcheis af­ 
ter. Perhaps the price of wea­ 
pons is 
bringing 
him 
to the 
point of a limited, phased dis­ 
armament - inspection plan rath­ 
er than the grandiose, unaccep­ 
table proposals of the past. Or 
perhaps Khrushchev is ready to 
stop helping Cuba if we will 
curtail our military aid to one 
or more small nations. 


DISARMAMENT AND dollar- 
saving are tempting bait for the 
incoming Administration All the 
priorities on the Kennedy pro­ 
gram need money. Every dol­ 
lar that stays home helps to re­ 
establish our sinking credit. 
But it is almost inconceivable 


that any Russian • inspired ar­ 
rangement will turn out to be 
helpful to us. The long - estab­ 
lished Leninist 
policy 
is 
that 
Communists make deals, form 
alliances with 
capitalist 
coun­ 
tries. and join domestic parties 
within democratic countries, for 
one reason only — to achieve 
destruction by subversion. 


STALIN DID NOT hesitate to 
make an alliance with Nazi Ger­ 
many in order to sick Hitler on 
England and Europe, and did 
not hrsi’ate to 
ally 
with 
the 
Western powers in order to des­ 
troy Hitler and capture 
East 
Europe. 
These 
are 
historical 
records set before a history - 
minded President. Yet the evi­ 
dence is continuing, although off- 
record and unreportable, that we 
won't have a new foreign policy 
until Mr. Kennedy has attentive­ 
ly considered Khrushchev’s pro­ 
positions of 196). 
Meanwhile, within the one ex­ 
isting alliance that we do keep 
with Russia — the United Na­ 
tions C harter and Organization 
— we are approaching new tests 
cf diplomacy under new lead­ 
ership. As UN Ambassador. Hen­ 
ry Cabot Lodge was imposing, 
handsome, given to playing the 
big scene before television ca­ 
meras. 
pleased 
with 
himself 
when he had displayed his for­ 
ensic prowess by "standing up 
to Communist delegates, as if 
that proved anything. 


BUT HOW DIFFERENT is the 
incoming UN Ambassador. Ad- 
lai Stevenson, not a bit prepos­ 


sessing already convinced after 
being three times a UN delegate 
that we cannot win by exchang­ 
ing verbal brutalizes with the 
Reds, is looking for intellectual 
rather than dramatic showdowns. 
Yet Lodge, who despite his 
good - looking facade, was more 
the American Boy than is gen­ 
erally understood 
always 
had 
the idea that he and his coun­ 
try could lick all the thugs in 
the house. In contrast. Seven- 
son is the tired sophisticate and 
1 fatalist. 


STEVENSON CAN count. He 
knows that the Afro-Asian bloc, 
along with the Communist bloc, 
is numerically stronger than the 
West. He can read. He is aware 
that Americans were suspicious 
of the UN even when we had 
full control, and that the sus­ 
picion will turn to hostility when 
we are called upon to take or­ 
ders. instead of give orders, at 
the UN. He •’an think — which 
in some situations, as Hamlet 
observed, is a mistake, because 
it is a way "to lose the name 
of action." 
In going from Lodge to Ste­ 
venson, we have gone from a 
square-jawed optimist and fight­ 
er to a witty but essentially mel­ 
ancholy pessimist and fatalist. 
This may not be an improve­ 
ment. Lodge would warn, while 
Stevenson may not even 
per­ 
ceive that overtures from Kru­ 
shchev. asking compromise and 
accommodation, are things to be­ 
ware — rather 
than 
to wel­ 
come.
